Judge Ruddy in his opinion 
paid tribute also to the various 
Missouri superintendents of in- 
surance during the 15-year 
stewardship by General Amer- 
ican of the defunct firm. With 
some few exceptions, he said, 
they “exercised 
reasonable discretion.” 

Emphasizing the rights of 
policyholders over stockholders, 
the court pointed out that Mis- 
souri State Life was $29,000,000 
in the red when it closed its 
doors in 1933. 

“The plight of the stockhold- 
ers in 1933 certainly must ha¥e 
seemed hopeless to them,” the 
opinion said, “. . . and if the 
policyholders in the old tom- 
pany account had elected not 
to continue their policies, which 
they had the right to do, stock- 
holders’ interests would have 
been worthless in 1933. 

“Any subsequent earnings 
that accrued to the old company 
account were due to the de- 
cision of the policyholders to 
stay with the company and to 
continue paying premiums. The 
stockholders contributed no fur- 
ther capital and, therefore, it 
is proper and just that the 
rights of the policyholders un- 
der the purchase agreement 
should be paramount to any 
rights given the stockholders.”

AMMAN, Jordan, April 27— 
For the last three days, this 
city has been under stern cur- 
few, rigidly enforced by martial 
law. Except for two hours in 
the afternoon when the people 
are allowed to go to the market 
for food, there have been only 
two kinds of movement in the 
streets. 

The soldiers of the Arab 
Legion, smart in their red Arab 
headcloths, and the plocie, in 
their old-fashioned spiked hel- 
mets, endlessly patrol the alleys 
and the avenues. From time to 
time, big military trucks rum- 
ble by, mechanized tumbrils of 
the modern age, bearing addi- 
tional loads of Jordanian poli- 
ticians away to enforced con- 
finement. 

The total number of civilian

The mechanized tumbrils also

The great majority of those 
arrested are understood to be 
leaders and organizers of the 
National Front party (the Com- 
munist party, for all practical 
purposes) and the extreme left- 
wing, ultra pro-Egyptian and 
fellow-traveling Baath party. 

If the meager information 
available can be trusted, the job 
has been efficiently done.

Two Votes Needed 


How much 4oes the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion want Congress to pass the bill authorizing 
American membership in the Organization for 
Trade Co-operation? The President may soon 
have to decide. He has been urging passage of 
this measure since*1955, as a necessary step to 
reaffirm the policy of reciprocal tariff reduc- 
tion which this country has followed for more 
than 20 years. But it is now clear that the 
President will have to contribute more than 
words if he wants action. 

Chairman Jere Cooper of the House Ways 
and Means Committee has let it be known that 
he is not going to put on a drive for Democratic 
support of the bill unless the ‘White House will 
go to work and obtain support for it from a ma- 
jority of the Republicans on the committee. 

Last year the committeé a@pproved the OTC 
bill by a vote of 17 to 7, with 6 of the 7 opposi-’ 
tion votes coming from the Republicans, — But 
the measure never came'to @ vote on the House 
floor because an informal poll showed over- 
whelming G.O:P. opposition to it. This year, 
Congressman Cooper, Speaker Rayburn and 
other Democratic leaders are insisting that the 
White House do better at organizing Republican 
support if it wants them to organize Democratic 
support. 

There undoubtedly is a political gimmick here. 
Some Southern Democrats have been switching 
over to the protectionist side of the tariff de- 
bate as their home states became more indus- 
trialized. Inaction on OTC pleases these Demo- 
crats, and the widespread G.O.P. hostility to 
the bill gives the leadership'a handy excuse for 
postponing the issue. 

At the same time, the Democratic leaders can- 
not be blamed too much for their feeling that 
the White House ought to share the burden of 
getting controversial measures passed instead 
of expecting the leadership of the opposition 
party to do it all. 

Judging by last year’s vote, there are poten- 
tially four Republican votes for OTC on the 
committee. .\For a majority, the President needs 
two more. Great resources of political leader- 
ship are available to him. We should like to 
see him use those resources tq win OTC votes 
among these Republican members of the Ways 
and Means Committee:

The unsettled ways of the world, compounded 
of selfishness and distrust, sometimes are, a 
temptation to despair. They tempt the sensitive 
to complain that goodness no longer is to be 
found anywhere. How wrong! Consider the Ger- 
man Children’s Crusade. _ 

On a recent rainy Sunday more than 2000 
Hamburg youngsters, most-of them under 15, 
went by bus to the site of the Bergen-Belsen 
concentration camp. Laden with flowers, they 
sought the grave of Anne Frank, the little Dutch 
victim of the Nazis. They could not find it. There 
are no names on the markers of the Belsen mass 
graves, only figures indicating the number of the 
buried. So the flowers were placed on one of 
these. Perhaps it was not the right one, but that 
does not matter. 

Nobody seems to know how the idea of this 
cemetery visit origihated, or how it spread. The 
press gave it a name only after it came to pub- 
lit attention. Of course, “The Diary of Anne 
Frank” is the best-selling paperback in West 
Germany, and booksellers “havé observed: that 
copies are frequently purchased by youngsters. 
Because of the reduced price on tickets fer 
those under 16, theater managers know that 
more than 40,000 young people already have 
seen the play based on the diary. This explains 
the “crusade” in a gemeral way. The specific 
origin of the idea, however, is not as important 
as the response. Of that a Danish newspaper 
said: “It is a greater miracle than the miracle ' 
of German economic recovery.” Observing that 
a pastor at the grave prayed: “Forgive our 
guilt,” the Cologne Neue Illustrierte commented: 


None of these young people bears any of 
the blame for what happened to Anne Frank 
and so many others. They have clean hearts 
and hands; All thie greater is the praise they 
deserve . ‘they, unlike millions of 
older: people, do. siot want to forget.

The resignation’ of the Justice Department at- 
torney who Handled the oi! anti-trust inquiry 
should prompt an investigation by those ‘Sena- 
tors who were first to gemand action by the 
Anti-Trust DivisioHl against the oil industry. 

Horace .&.) Flutfy said after resigning that 
“timid sowls”. if ifh® Justice Department. had 
shown that ‘théy Were afraid of big law suits. 
He refused to say whether he thought his supe- 
riors deliberately. soft-pedaled the investiga- 
tion of oil companies, But aside from technical 
charges sahd coi @harges about the way the 
inquiry was handled, the fact is that the Justice 
Department’ claims that Mr. Flurry wanted a 
“limited investigation,” while Mr. Flurry says it 
was exactly the other way around. He says he 
wanted an exhaustive national investigation. 

Betause of this conflict of explanations the 
public can hardly prejudge the case. But it 
should be noted that Mr. Flurry had served in_ 
the Justice Department for 16 years, under fivé. 
Attorneys General, and had an excellent repu- 
tation and official rating. And personalities 
aside, the main consideration should be to press 
the monopoly investigation of the oil industry. 
Two Senate subcommittees which are checking 
on the Flurry case should see to that. 
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Nasser has unilaterally decreed an operations 
plan for Suez which he can withdraw at any 
time he likes. 


Nasser once accepted in the Security Council. 

Ambassador Lodge sweetens the pill a trifle 
when he says that final American acceptance 
of the plan will be reserved until it has been 
given atrial. Our diplomats apparently are 
hoping that Nasser will behave like a good boy 
in carrying out an inadequately guaranteed plan. 
His record in the good-boy league does not war- 
rant much confidence, 

if and when Nasser declines to permit Israel! 
shipping to use the canal, thereby once more 
violating his international obligations, the United 
States will face another test. We are “assum- 
ing” that the canal will be open to free and 
non-discriminatory use, just as we “assumed” 
that Egypt would co-operate with the “society 
of nations” once Israeli troops had withdrawn, 
What happens if this latest “assumption,” like 
the other, proves unfounded? 

While our diplomats are thinking about wheth- 
er to execute another retreat in that event, they 
certainly ought to be thinking also about what 
they can do to make Western Europe less de- 
pendent on the canal from now on. 

If the West is compelled by circumstances to 
accept Nasser’s terms for the present, we know 
that he cannot be trusted in the long run. Every 
effort ought to be made, therefore, to develop 
Suez alternatives rapidly, As new pipelines and 
large tankers are built, Nasser's blackmailing 
power at Suez should diminish. And submission 
to blackmail can only be made palatable by the 
resolve never to becéme sitbject to it again.

Horse Sense in the House 

After three months the Missouri House Com- 
merce Committee has got down to business and 
has passed a bill making it jegal to put two on 
the nose of Dobbin H in the second race at 
Gumbo Park. If this sounds hypothetical, that 
is the way it should remain. The bill is the bi- 
ennial effort to legalize horse racing and pari- 
mutuel betting in Missouri. 

Though a similar bill was allowed to die earli- 
er in the session, the committee passed this one 
after hearing two lines of argument: horse train- 
ers are for it. Moreover, legalized betting would 
produce revenue, It would produce revenue on 
about the same principle as the lottery system 
used in Latin America in lieu of taxes. The 
state would get a cut on each day’s betting, and 
divide the money, 40 per cent for schools, 40 per 
cent for the agriculture commission—and 20 
per cent for purses for Missouri-bred horses.

Loopholes in Adoption Laws 


The Mirrer

Illinois adoption laws are based on children's best interests, but 
fail to protect them completely; major problem is placement 
of children by individyals and not by welfare agencies or 
courts; this can lead to ‘baby black market’ and heartbreak. 


From a Series of Reports by Ron Lawrence in the 
Rockford (lL) Morning Star 


A Rockford area couple recently paid 
almost $2000 for a baby the man and 
his wife wanted to adopt. Later they 
had to give up the child and conse- 
quently lost the money and a child 
they had grown to love. 


This case reflects what is happening 
in Winnebago county and throughout 
much of the state because of loopholes 
in state adoption statutes. 


The Rockford couple paid _ their 
money to several sources—about $625 
over a five-menth period for the care 
of the, baby’s unwed mother, for attor- 
ney fees, and for medical and hospital 
bills. But several months later the 
child’s mother changed her mind and 
decided she wanted her baby back. Un- 
der law the adoptive parents had no 
choice but to relinquish the child, 


One area couple obtained a child and 
several months later discovered the 
baby was blind. Another couple was 
given a baby for adoption and discov- 
ered the child was mentally deficient. 

Why do such things happen? Basic- 
ally they ate the result of placement 
of children by individuals and not by 
agencies or the courts. Some of these 
private placements are made out of the 
kindness of the individual’s heart, but 
others are done for monetary payment, 
commonly known as the “black mar- 
ket” in. babies, 


15 Applications for Each Child 


Primarily, the problem goes, back to 
the fact that there are not as many 
children available for adoption as there 
are couples wanting to adopt them. Na- 
tional ‘averages indicate that there is 
one adoptive child available for every 
15 applicants. Legitimate agencies can- 
not begin to..meet.the demand. 


"Basic aiff 6f Tllinois’ adoption sta- 
of the child, while at the same time 
conserving the best ifiterests of society 
and state. The law sets down a simple 
but definite procedure.

The law specifically states that no 
pérson shall act.as a: child welfare 
agency for the purpose of placing chii- 
dren for adoption without a state li- 
cense. Since individuals cannot, in 
most cases, meet regulations for ob- 
taining a license, this leaves only wel- 
fare agencies.

Law Not Specific Enough 


The law. does not designate where 
an adoptive: child must be obtained. 

There are a number of ways in Win- 
nebago county by which childless cou- 
ples’ may obtain 4. baby for adoption 
if they are turned down by official 
agencies. In most cases, only illegiti- 
mate children are placed for adoption 
through: these sources. 

In many cases a young woman does 
not realize that the county court and 
child welfare agencies are equipped 
to help. In her state of confusion she 
is likely to turn to an individual. This 
individual may be among the women 
who take care of such girls in their 
homes or arrange for the girls’ care. 

The couple who paid nearly $2000 
for a child obtained a baby throug’ 
one of these women who cared for the 
mother in her home. , 

If the girl is kept in a private home

during her prenatal period, the expense ? 


agency, probation officer. . 
he » or mentally deficient children placed

is met by the adoptive couple. But while 
care is given the girl, the woman in 
charge is seeking a couple who are in 
the market for an Adoptive baby. 

Since the State Child Welfare De- 
partment establishes strict regulations 
for licensing which individuals cannot 
meet, the private source can take ad- 
vantage of one loophole—a mother can 
place her child wherever she wants. 

A county judge hearing an adoption 
case can easily be placed in a difficult 
position as a result of such individual 
placements, 


Perhaps investigation shows the 
home conditions are not conducive to 
the child’s best interests, or the child 
may not be suited for the family. What 
is the judge to do? Breaking the sen- 
timental attachment between the child 
and adoptive family might do irrepara- 
ble damage to both. 


Where Revisions Are Needed 


In most cases where there are no 
extreme violations of the adoption laws, 
the judge will grant the adoption. 

Most of the major problems faced in 
Winnebago county court concern the 
investigation following individual place- 
ments. Children are not examined 
thoroughly.enough. And when a child 
is given prospective adopters, it hasn’t 
been determined definitely whether the 
adopting parents are proper for the 
child. On the other hand, county court 
and agency placements are made only 
after exhaustive studies. 


Certain provisions of Illinois’s adop- 
tion statutes are badly in need of revi- 
sion, and new provisions are needed to 
plug loopholes. 

One of the greatest strides toward a 
strong adoption law would be clarifica- 
tion of the child's legal status. As the 
law now stands, status of an illegiti- 
mately born child is indefinite. Revi- 
sion of the law to specify that an il- 
legitimate child is a ward of the court 
. would place it under the court's pro- 
tection immediately after birth. 

Child welfare agents say clarification 
of status would do much to improve 
the system. Most important, it virtually 
eliminates individual placements. 

Many authorities also believe the 
law should gtipulate a pre-placement 


wanvestigation of the home before the 


adoptive parents receive a child. With 
this provision there wotild be no blind 


for adoption without knowledge of the 
facts, and couples would not pay large 
sums for a child only to lose it later. 


- FINGERPRINTING OUR VISITORS

In the fine print of the President's 
immigration legislation is a proposal 
to eliminate the requirement that 
aliens entering the United States for 
brief visits must be fingerprinted. For 
the American who may see no partic- 
ular stigma in fingerprinting, this may 
seem to be a trivial point. But in Eu- 
rope, where ‘the practice is associated 
exclusively with the criminal element, 
the present Fregulation is insulting. 

The» Russians, of course, have blown 
a small issue into a big propaganda 
play. It has been easy to point out 
that Americans are so distrustful of 
foreigners that they require them to 
be fingerprinted just as they would a 
shoplifter or bank robber. 

The Attorney General has said that 
the fingerprinting of alien visitors is 
unnecessary for the safety or security 
of the country. And last year Secre- 
tary Dulles«pointed out that waiving 
the requirement ‘would facilitate not 
only the travel... but the fostering 
of good relations between ourselves 
afd other countries.” 

This bit of useless red tape is sim- 
ply another barrier to the internation- 
al understanding which is in such short 
supply. There are plenty of others 
without keeping this one on the books.

The ignorant but dynamic ex-college 
football player turned politician who 
gives a name but little else to this novel 
of the class struggle in Wiasota, a myth- 
ical but typical Midwestern state, is a 
symbol of the stupidity of the masses 
against whom the author, through the 
lips of his other characters ean rail. 

Mr, Haines, who uses as his spokes- 
man Jim Denton, a third generation 
lawyer with a sense Of ethics so del- 
icate that it restrains him even in love, 
argues that the masses should not be 
trusted, that men of property, especially 
those who have inherited, are the prop- 
er custodians of public affairs, and that 
character is to be found only in those 
who are above the struggle for survival. 
There are qualifying remarks, but this 
is the gist of the argument, 


In the small city of Torrent, a hun- 
dred miles north of Prairie, the state 
capital,. the pop- 
ulace is eager for 
a proposed free- 
way because it will 
bring new business 
into the town. But 
the aristocracy, led 
by Archer May- 
nard, whose grand- 
father bilked the 
early settlers of 
their land, fear 
the new road, espe- 
cially since # will 
run through their 
riverfront estates. 

Rocky Slade, the 
demagogue, wins a 
minor elective position on a pro- 
freeway platform, then reveals to his 
intimates that the new road is only a 
gimmick to him. A group of the river 
estate set conspire to place temptation 
in Rocky’s way so that they will have 
a club to hold over him, Thus our au- 
thor contrives a situation in which he 
can cause his wealthy aristocrats to 
make cynically witty remarks about the 
democratic process. 

All in all, this is a rather tiny clap 
of thunder from the Right.

THE ELIZABETHANS, by Allarydyce Ni- 

coll, (Cambridge University Préss, $5.) 

The Elizabethans of this volume are, 
of course, the first Elizabethans, and 
not the present generation of Britons, 
who seem: hardly likely to match the 
unique achievements of their name- 
sakes. Britain is now in a period of 
decline from world power, whereas the 
first Elizabethans created an era of as- 
cent to dominance in many fields. 

Looking back now, it is clear that 
the Elizabethan age marked a high- 
point in Britain’s storied past, The 
range and impact of that extraordinary 
ebullition of enterprise are outlined in 
this book by the Elizabethans them- 
selves. Prof. Nicoll presents well-chosen 
selections from Elizabethan writers to 
show how Englishmen of that time 
lived, loved, played, wrote, sang, prayed 
and otherwise occupied themselves. The 
text is lavishly illustrated with period 
pictures, giving the book the effect of 
a decumentary report on a vanished 
age of glory..

Two St. Louis clergymen are 
among eight. Protestant minis- 
ters who have formed a “Com- 
mittee to Aid Bombed Chris- 
tians of the South,” it was dn- 


nounced this week by the Fel- 


lowship of Reconciliation, Ny- 
ack, N.Y. 

They are Bishop Matthew W. 
Clair Jr., Methodist Church, 
and the Rev. Dr. Edwin T. 
Dahlberg, pastor of Delmar 
Baptist Church. 

“The committee will seek 
funds to help rebuild bombed 
churches and to aid congrega- 
tions and other groups that 
have been the victims of eco- 
nomic and physical reprisals be- 
cause of their participation in 
the struggle against segrega- 
tion,” F.O.R. explained. 

The Fellowship of Reconcilia- 
tion is a religious organization 
that seeks solutions to inter- 
group and international con- 
flicts by non-violent means. Its 
membership includes clergymen 
and laymen from many denom- 
inations. 

The committee’s appeal for 
funds pointed out that four 
Baptist churches and the par- 
sonages of a Lutheran and 
three Baptist pastors “had been 
partially or wholly destroyed” 
in Montgomery and Birming- 
'ham, Ala.

WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP) 
—The world featherweight title 
is headed overseas. 

Hogan (Kid) Bassey, the 
British Empire titleholder, last 
night earned a crack at the 
world crown by putting Puerto 
Rico’s Miguel Berrios out of 
the competition in a 12-round 
bout at the Capitol Arena. 

Bassey, whose American 
debut was a smash success, now 
is in line for a title bout with 
Cherif Hamia, the top ranking 
French-Algerian. Bassey, a 
Nigerian, now makes his home 
in Liverpool, England. 

The nationally-televised fight 
between Bassey and Berrios 
was the semifinal in an elimina- 
tion tournament set up to find 
a successor to Sandy Saddler, 
the retired featherweight king. 

Saddler, an American, had to 
step aside because of eye in- 
juries. 

Paris, Nottingham in Eng- 
land, New York, Syracuse and 
Washington are being consid- 
ered for the championship test, 
probably late this spring. 

Berrios, the decided favorite 
in prefight betting, wound up 
groggy along the ropes and lost 
a unanimous, one-sided decision 
to the stocky 24-year-old visitor. 

There could be no doubt that 
Bassey fully qualified for the 
chance at Hamia. He fooled 
those who've questioned the 
quality of fighting abroad and 
made Berrios the favorite at 
better than 2-1. 

Referee Charley Reynolds and 
Judge Joe Bunsa gave Hogan 
—his name is Okon in Nigeria 
—a 117-108 lead. Judge Mike 
Tardugno scored it 118-108. The 
Associated Press had Bassey in

severed his connections with the Detroit Tigers. 


Briggs’s resignation as gen- 
eral manager, director and ex- 
ecutive vice president came 
hardly seven months after the 
club was sold last fall. The 
sale was necessary to settle the 
estate of his father, Walter O. 
Briggs, who first bought into 
the team in 1920 and became 
the sole owner in 1935. 

The resignation did not come 
as a surprise. Briggs’s feud 
with President Harvey R. Han- 
sen was made public Thursday 
although both denied it. 

Briggs had told Field Man- 
ager Jack Tighe last Saturday 
that Hansen had ordered him 
to stay out of the dugout and 
the clubhouse. Briggs _told 
Tighe that he wouldn't do it. 

Hansen had taken over as 
president the day before—the 
Tigers’ third president in seven 
months. The first was Briggs,
